CHICAGO, Oct. 6.—It was learned from 


a member of the Brotherhood of Loco- 
motive Engineers on the Erie road late 
last night that the men had become im- 
patient at the company's delay in 
answering their demands, and that if 
these demands ^ere not granted by 
Wednesday a general strike would be 
ordered. 
Tho men believe that the 


company ig asking for more time in 
order to get men who will fill the 
strikers' places. The committee repre- 
senting the federation of Erie railroad 
employes will to day call upon General 
Manager E. B, Thomas, when they ex- 
pect he will give an answer in regard to 
this demand and sign an agreement for 
one year. 


The committee presented the agree- 


ment some days ago and is anxiously 
awaiting a reply, o The agreement con- 
tains a number of clauses^ the principal 
one being that ten ""hours shall be con- 
sidered a regular days work, while a 
slight advance in wages is asked for. 
-Ever since the agreement has been pre- 
sented there have been rumors that 
there would be a strike in case the de- 
mands were not granted. The same 
rumors were circulated last winter when 
the annual agreement was laid before 
Mr. Thomas, but it was signed and all 
trouble averted, The federation of em- 
ployes consists of engineers, firemen, 
conductors and train hands, and all 
these workers are members of their re- 
spective trade unions, apart from the 
federation which exists all over the Erie 
system.'

rill, Once a School Teacher Here. 
The death is announced at New 


Birmingham, Ala., of a man known aa 
T. 3. Henderson. He died at the farm- 
house of a Mrs. Fanuell, and it is said, 
npon his deathbed confessed that he 
was none other than Oharles William 
Quantrell, the famous Missouri guer- 
rilla, supposed to hare been killed by 
federal soldiers in Kentucky just before 
the rebellion ended. The man, if he 
was not Quantrell, was one who knew 
him intimately. 


"Oh, this report of his death is un- 


doubtedly a fake," sud S. S. Scott, who 
was brought up in tho same town where 
Quautrell was born, Canal Dover, Ohio, 
to a reporter of the Chicago Times. 
"My brother, George W. Scott, of this 
town, went to school with him. My 
other brother, W. W. Scott, an editor o 
Canal Dover, looked up Qaantrall's ca 
reer from the day of his birth, and has 
undoubted proof that he was shot b; 
Captain Clark near the close of the war 
Quantrell was then trying to take hii 
band of bushwhackers to help Leo bo- 
fore Richmond. He was wounded anc 
died in a Louisville hotpital before any 
one knew just who he was. His old 
mother is still living in Canal Dover 
For a long time she refused to believi 
that the Quantrell of guerrilla fame wai 
her son. She could not believe that he: 
blue-eyed boy was such a terror anc 
murderer. As I hear my brother am 
others tell of him he was a mild, quiet 
studious young school teacher before he 
left Canal Dover. But his mother was 
finally convinced and now is certain 
that he was the Quantrell killed near 
Louisville. 
Quautrail's father was 


superintendent of the Dover schools anc 
the son was a teacher. Nothing was 
ever heard from him at home after the 
war began and no one in Dover believec 
that he was the guerrilla until long 
afterward." 


The story of Mr. Scott is supplement 


el by the knowledge of others wh< 
knew Quantrell, and a gentleman whi 
possesses a manuscript latter written by 
the outlaw when he was a teacher a 
Fort Wayne, Ind,, in 1859. He came 
that far home after a trip west with 
party of stock growers, Quantrell was 
one of four survivors of a blizzard. He 
went from this city to Kansas, where he 
fought school, and when the war broke 
out joined the tide of rebellion which 
was gathering in Kansas, and with a 
gang of desperate men he swept down 
like a wolf on the fold with tho relent 
less fury cf the Corsair. It is believec 
in Mr. Scott's old home, Canal Dover, 
that he had left a youug sweetheart at 
home, and that she jilted him in favor 
of a youug union soldier, now living in 
Ohio. The name of the young woman 
is, of course, withheld. It is said that 
throughout the war his chief ambition 
was to reach the army of his suocessfu 
rival and to capture him. This he ooulc 
not do by joining the regular robe 
army, and he had more ohanca as a 
bushwhacker. 


The worst blot on his career was th< 


massacre at Lawrence, Kan., which 
town he burned. He claimed that there 
was a certain Yankee officer with whom 
he had never been acquainted. 
He 


wanted to kill him, and to make sure o 
it he decided to kill every one he found 
Could he have thought that his riva 
was there? The James and Youngei 
boys were taught their business by 
Quantrell, under 
whose flag the; 


fought, and,when Mrs. Quantrell was in 
Missouri she visited the mother of tb 
J^mes boys for some time.

He died at th> farm- 
house ol a Mrs. Peniioll, and it is mill, i 
upon his deathbed oonfened tuat be ' 
was none other than Charles William j 
Qaantrell, the famons Minoori guer- 
rilla, supposed to hare been killed by 
federal soldiers in Kentucky just before 
the rebellion ended. The man, if he 
wu not Qoantrell, was one who knew 
him intimately. 


"Oh, this report of hii death i> un- 


doubtedly a fake," siid 8. 8. Soott, who 
was brought tip in the same town where 
Quantrell wu born, Canal Dover, Ohio, 
to a reporter of the Ohioago Times. 
'My brother, George W. Soott, of thii 
town, went to mhool with him. My 
other brother, W. W. Soott, an editor of 
Canal Dover, looked up QaantKdl'B oa< 
reor from tie day olhiB birth, and his 
undoubted proof that he was shot by 
Captain Clark near the close of the war. 
Quantrell was then trying to take hia 
bendofbuBhwhaokento help Lie be- 
fore Biohmond. HewH wounded'and 
die3 in a LouiBrOle hnpital before any 
one knew just who he was. His old 
mother is still Brag in Canal Dorer. 
For a long time aha refused to believe 
that the Qaantrell of guerrilla fame was 
her son. She oonld not believe that her 
blue-eyed 007 was suoh a terror and 
murderer. As I hear my brother and 
others tell of him he was a mild, quiet, 
studious young school teaeher before he 
left Canal Dover. But his mother was 
finally oonvinoed and now is certain 
that he was the Quantrell Ulled near 
Louisville. 
Qusntrell'a father 


snpotintendentof the Dover schools and 
the son was a teaoher. Nothing 
ever heard from him at home after the 
war began and no one in Dover believed 
that he was the guerrilla until long 
afterward." 


The story of Mr. Soott is supplement- 


ed 'by the knowledge of others who 
knew Qaantrell, and a gentleman who 
possesses a manuscript letter written by 
the outlaw when he was a teacher at 
Port Wayne, Ind., in 1859. He 
that far home alter a trip west with a 
parry of stock growers. Qoantrall 
one of four survivors of a buszard. He 
went from this eiry to Kansas, where he 
tiught school, end when the war broke 
out joined the tide of rebellion which 
was gathering in KanMM, and with a 
gang of desperate man he swept down 
like a wolf on the fold with the relent 
less fury cf the Corsair. It is believed 
in Mr. Soott's old home. Canal Dover, 
thathehad left a young sweetheart at 
home, and that she jilted him in favor 
of a young onion soldier, now living in 
Olko. The name of the young woman 
is, of course, withheld. It is said that 
throughout the war his chief amUtkn 
was to reach the army of niaaueeessfnl 
rival and to capture him. This he oonld 
not do by joining the regular rebel 
army, and he had more chance as a 
bushwhacker. 


The worst blot on his career was the 


massacre at Lawrence, Kan., which 
town he burned. He claimed that there 
was a certain Yankee offlosr with whom 
he had never been acquainted, 
wanted to kill him, and to make sure of 
it he decided to kill every on* he found. 
Could he have thought that his rival 
was there! The Jaam and Younger 
hoys were taught their bneuuai by 
Quantrell, under 
whose lag they 


fought, and ,when Mrs. QuantreU was in 
Missouri she visited the mother of the 
Jimes boys for some time.
